Take special care to follow the warnings indicated on the unit itself as well

Safety /. 

1. Power Source— The unit should be connected to power supply only of 
the type described in the operating instructions or as marked on the 
unit. 

2. Polarization — If tho unit is equipped with a polar; zee AC power plug (a 
plug having one blade wider than the other), that plug will lit into the AC 
outlet only one way. This is a safety feature. If you are unable to insert 
the plug fully into the outlet, try reversing the plug. It the plug should still 
fail to fit, contact your electrician to replace your obsolete Outlet. Do not 
defeat the safety purpose ot the polarized plug. 

3. Power Cord Protection— AC power suppfy cords should be routed so 
that they are not likely to be walked on or pinched by items placed upon 
or against them. Never take hold of the plug or cord if your hand is wet, 
and always grasp the plug body when connecting or disconnecting 11. 

4. Nonuse Periods— When ti>e unit is not used, (urn the power off. When 
left unused for a long period of time, the unit should be unplugged from 
the household AC outlet.

■Environment 

1 . Water and Moisture — Do not use this unit near water — tor example r 
near a bathtub, washbowl, swimming pool, or the like, Damp basements 
she u Id also be avoided. 

2. Heat — The unit should be situated away from heat sources such as 
radiators and the like. It also should not be placed in temperatures less 
than 6*C (41T) or greater than 35*C (96T). 

■Placement 

1. Ventilation— The unit should be situated so that its location or position 
does not interfere with its proper ventilation, AHow 10 cm (4*) clearance 
from the rear ol the unit. 

2. Foreign Material—Care should be taken so that objects do not tall into 
and liquids are not spilled into the unit. Do not subject this unit to 
excessive smoke, dust, mechanical vlbralkin, or shock. 

3. Magnetism — The unit should be situated away from equipment or 
devices that generate strong magnetic fields. 

4. Stacking— Do not pl ace heavy objects, other than system components, 
on top of the unit.

Service 



1. Damage Requiring Service — The unit should be serviced by qualified 
service personnel when: 

(a) The AC power supply cord or the plug has been damaged: or 

(b) Objects have falion or liquid has been spilled into ihe unit; or 

(c) The unit has been exposed to rain; or 

{d} The unit does not appear to operate normally or exhibits a marked 

change in performance; or 
{e} The unit has been dropped, or the enclosure damaged. 

2. Servicing— The user should not attempt to service the unit beyond that 
described in the operating instructions. All other servicing should be 
referred to an authorized service personnel.

Dry cell memory back-up battery (not included) B 

This battery saves the clock and alarm settings if there is a power 
interruption. 

If the power is interrupted 

•The time display clears until the unit is turned on again.The clock can 
gain or lose up to six minutes an hour while the power is interrupted. 

•The radio and radio alarm do not work while the power is interrupted. 
The beep alarm continues to function. 

Replacing the battery 

•The service life of this battery is approximately 1 year. 

• If, after a power interruption, the display flashes after turning the unit on 
again, the battery needs to be replaced. 

dug 

•Align the poles (O and ©) properly when inserting the battery. 
•Do not heat or disassemble the batteries. Do not allow them to contact 
flame or water. 

• Remove the battery if the unit is not to be used for a long time. 

Mishandling of battery can cause electrolyte leakage which can damage 

items the fluid contacts and may cause a fire. 

If electrolyte leaks from the batteries, consult your dealer. 

Wash thoroughly with water if electrolyte comes in contact with any part of 

your body. 



Setting the time 



While pressing and holding (CUV, TIME SET], press [FWD] or [REV] to 
set the time. 

[FWD]: Increases the time by one-minute units. 

[REV]: Decreases the time by one-minute units. 

• Increase the speed by also pressing [FAST]. 

•The seconds are reset to zero whenever [FWD] or [REV] is pressed. 

■Time display 

AM : PM indicator does not light. 
PM : PM indicator lights. 

■To check the second display 
Press [DOZE]. 

The time display changes to show the last digit of the minutes and the 
seconds while [DOZE] is pressed. 



■Changing the brightness of the time display 

[HIGH] : For a bright display. 
[LOW] : For a dim display.

■Using earphone (not included) QS^TSII 

Sound will not be heard from the speaker. 
Plug type : 3.5 mm (% in.) monaural

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Using the unit as an alarm clock 



This unit enables two alarms to be set separately. 
The alarm automatically shuts off in about 59 minutes.

The volume gradually increases to the [VOLUME] setting.

The radio comes on at the last set volume. [RC-6288 only) 
OB (Beep alarm) 

The beep sounds regardless of the [VOLUME] setting.

• Make sure the AM or PM setting is correct. 

• If earphones are connected, the buzzer and radio alarms will function but 
only the buzzer will be heard through the speaker. 

■To shut off the alarm 

Press [CIS, TIME SET]. (The alarm is turned off but the setting 
remains intact so the alarm will operate as set the next day as well.) 

■To check the alarm time 

Press [DISPLAY/ADJUST] ([1 -ALARM] or [ALARM-2]). 

The alarm time is displayed while [DISPLAY/ADJUST] is pressed. 

■To clear the alarm setting 

Set [OFF, GEJaH) ] or [OFF, islltei^ds* ] to [OFF]. 

The indicator "ALARM 1 " or "ALARM 2" goes off. 

■To snooze a few more minutes even after the alarm has sounded 

(sound of the radio or beep tone) 
Press [DOZE]. 

The alarm sounds again 7 minutes later.

Using the sleep timer 



Set the radio to turn off after between 1 to 59 minutes. 

■To release the timer 
Press TIME SET]. 

The radio is also turned off. 

■To check the remaining time 
Press [SLEEP]. 

The time display is restored after the remaining time is displayed. 
I?ETE1 

If you press [SLEEP] for more than one second, the sleep timer setting will 
change. 

■To change the remaining time 

Press [TIME SET] ([FWD], [FAST], [REV]) to change the remaining time 
while holding down [SLEEP]. 

For your reference: 

You can combine the alarm clock (g ) and sleep timer. 



Listening caution
